Nika  Cavat' s  comments  about  the  tape* 

STREET  OF  FORGOTTEN  MEN  tells  the  story  of  three  men  who 
have  found  themselves  alone  and  without  shelter  in  New 
York.  One  interviewee  requested  anonymity  -  the  shame  and 
lack  of  self-worth  was  just  too  overwhelming.  He  is  only 
22  years  old. 

Shot  on  location  on  the  Bowery,  long  known  as  "their  stree 
in  the  director's  Bowery  loft,  and  in  a  born-again  Christ! 
mission  where  the  men  must  listen  to  an  hour-long  sermon 
before  they  receive  food,  clothing  or  a  hot  shower,  this 
video  seeks  to  be  as  unobtrusive  as  possible.  The  world 
of  the  homeless  is  a  tough  one  to  crack  -  people  so  long 
abused,  neglected  and  suffering  from  a  whole  spectrum  of 
addictions  and  illnesses.  This  all  contributed  to  a  tense 
situation.  But  some  brave  souls  did  come  forward.  There 
is  Frank,  orphaned  at  18,  born  deaf,  dumb,  and  blind. 

There  is  Tommy,  a  24-year-old  boy  fighting  alcoholism  and 
a  lifetime  of  being  in  institutions.  Kyong  Park,  long  an 
activist  for  the  homeless,  also  speaks  out.  It  is  to  them 
and  the  many  others  behind  the  scenes  who  made  this 
documentary  possible  that  the  director  is  truly  grateful.

Julia  Keydel' s  comments  about  the  tapes: 

My  documentary  involvement  with  the  issue  of  homelessness 
evolved  out  of  an  issue  facing  my  community,  the  upper  west 
side,  in  1981.  At  that  time  the  City  wished  to  contract 
Goddard  Riverside  Community  Center  to  expand  its  mobile 
outreach  services  to  the  homeless  so  that  a  storefront 
Assessment  Center  could  be  established.  Not  intended  as 
a  shelter  but  rather  as  a  place  where  referals  to  services 
and  entitlements  could  be  carried  out  more  efficiently, 
the  Assessment  Center  proposal  nevertheless  created  great 
controversy  and  division  in  the  community.  This  influenced 
me  to  undertake  making  some  tapes  that  would  both  reveal 
the  homeless  as  human  beings  and  target  truly  effective 
solutions  to  the  uroblem  of  homelessness.

The  Sampler  for  the  Goddard  Riverside  Board  meeting  begins 
with  several  interviews  with  people  who  were  or  are  homeless, 
continues  with  "Voices  in  a  Community",  commments  from 
people  on  the  upper  west  side,  moves  to  observations  from 
the  Goddard  Riverside  Project  Reach-Out  workers  during 
a  retreat  workshop  held  in  1983,  and  concludes  with  a  summary 
by  the  then  director  of  the  program,  Jim  Adams. 

The  St.  Francis  Residence  in  New  York  City  combats  two  key 
conditions  contributing  to  homelessness:  the  steady  loss 
of  low-income,  single-rocm-occupancy  hotels  (SROs)  and 
the  lack  of  support  for  mental  patients  released  from  State 
hospitals  to  live  in  community  settings.  Not  all  the 
tenants  of  St.  Francis  are  former  State  mental  patients, 
but  each  resident  is  the  beneficiary  of  this  hotel's  humane 
and  caring  environment.  The  videotape  introduces  residents, 
staff,  and  special  programs  at  the  hotel.  When  distributed, 
it  is  accompanied  by  a  short  brochure  with  supplementary 
information.

Discussion  Groups  Nos.  1,  2  and  3 


A  series  of  three  discussion  groups  were  sponsored  by  the  Storefront 
for  Art  and  Architecture  and  the  Kraine  Club  Gallery  which  provided  the 
space.  The  discusssions  were  open  to  registered  participants, 
individuals  planning  to  participate  in  the  project  and  the  public. 

The  series  was  coordinated  by  Nancy  Erber  and  Jeffrey  Schwartz,  members 
of  the  HAH  Organizing  Committee. 

The  objectives  of  the  discusssions  were  to  (1)  present  information 
about  the  project;  (2)  present  information  about  the  problem  of 
homelessness;  and;  (3)  create  a  further  dialogue  between  the  project’s 
members,  project  participants,  individuals  knowledgeable  about  the 
problem  and  homeless  individuals.
